NOT SAFE TO BE AT LIBERTY. 


JUDGE WITHROW IGNORES THE 
LEGAL QUESTIONS RAISED. 


City Ordinance Regarding the Sentene- 
ing of Persons to. the Insane 
Asylum Attacked and May 
Be Tried Out Later. 


Lizzie I.. Barret was remanded to the 
custody of Dr. Edward C. Runge, Superin- 
tendent of the City Insane Asylum, yester- 
day afternoon, Judge James E. Withrow 
declined to grant the writ of habeas cor- 
pus, commanding her release. 

He declared that two consideratiéns in- 
fluenced him to deny the writ. An inquiry 
into the condition of her mind has been in- 
stituted in the Probate Court and will be 
heard Wednesday. Judge Withrow said no 
great injustice could be done by holding 
her in restraint until then, when a jury 
will decide whether her mind is sound or 
unsound. 

When the petitioners objected that such 
confinement would be very unjust if it 
should be established by a jury that she 
was sane, Judge Withrow declared that he 
did not think he would be doing her justice 
if he should restore it to her. 

The hearing of the habeas corpus peti- 
tlon occupied the whole of yesterday. Only 
Seven witnesses were examined for both 
Sides, but they testified at considerabje 
length. 


Miss Barret was in court, according ‘to 
the order of the alternative writ. She took 
a lively interest in the proceedings and 
Suggested questions to be asked the wit- 
She clearly understood what was 
going on around her and appreciated what 
the issue meant to ther. She carried a 
voluminous memorandum, which she con- 

On.y once during the hearing did 
become nervous and excited. That 
happened during the rigorous crose-ex- 
amination to which she was subject- 
ed by City Counsellor Schnurmacher. 
She was confused by his questions, and, in 
a trice, became lost in a mental labyrinth, 


bearing during the remainder of the hear- 
ing was that of a calm person. 

Dr. H. McG. Willson of 3752 Olive street 
was the first witnees on behalf of the peti- 
tioner. He testified that he had known her 
for two years and was satisfied that she 
was perfectly sane. 

He said ehe had been a patient of his 
for a year, and that he had observed her 
mind closely and knew that it was in 
good order. He admitted, however, that 
he had not seen her for a year prior to 
the giving of hia testimony, except for 
ten minutes just before the hearing began. 
The ten minutes conversation convinced 
him that there was no insanity in her case 
because she remembered everything that 
had ever occurred between them. He was 
of the opirion that no insane person woukd 
have such a good memory. Dr. Wilson 
was the only expert witness for the peti- 
lioner., 

Attorney Alexander H. Robbing testified 
that he had known Miss Barret severa: 
years and had many business dealings with 
her. He deciared that she had shown rare 
acumen in al] her; transactions, and had 
always demonstrated that she was com- 
petent to manage her own affairs. He 
thought ehe was sane. 

Mrs. Katie Driller of 5335 Bamberger 
avenue said she lived with iMss Barret 
several months as a comoanion efi was 
convinced that she was not menialy un- 
balanced.

Capt. Young said he sent her to the hos- 
pital because he thought she acted queerly, 
He said the mysterious woman did tap 
her head significantly at him, but he de- 
clared he paid no attention to it. 

Dr. H. L. Nietert, superintendent of the 
City Hospital, said Miss Barret would not 
talk for two days after she was received ar 
the hospital. Then, he said, she began to 
complain that somebody at the hospital 
was trying to kill her, and that she had 
been taken there to be murdered. ‘He said 
she was treated kindly, but was always 
saving that she was being abused. Hie 
said she complained of maltreatment, which 
he knew she never received. ‘Ie concluded, 
after she had been in his custody five davs, 
that she was suffering from melancholia 
and persecutory insanity. He senr her to 
the Insane Asylum. 

Dr. Runge said he received her at the 
asylum Aug. 15, and, after a careful ex- 
amination, was fully convinced that she 
was suffering from paranola or delusional! 
insanity. He had watched her closely and 
had become firmly convinced that he was 
right. He said she had ali the symptoms 
of an insane person and thought there 
could be no mistake in her case. 

Both sides rested when Dr. Runge’s testi- 
mony was in and the court immediately 
rendered its cecision. - 

The habeas corous petition raised severa] 
constitutional questions but none of them 
was passed on. Among them was a conten- 
tion that the ordinance permitting persons’ 


to be sent to the asylum without a finding 
of insanity by the Probate Court is con- 
trary to the provision which says no per- 
son shall be deprived of liberty without 
due process of law. 

It is claimed ‘trial by jury Is the only 
due process of law in this country and that 
Miss Barret has not had. 

Judge Withrow brushed those questions 
aside and declired to consider them. Sheriff 
Pohiman has instituted an inquiry into her 
mind in the Probate Court and it will be 
heard Wednesday. 

Miss Barret is a member of an old and 
wealthy family. It is estimated she has an 
estate worth $50,000. She has never married 
and lives in one of her houses at 3320 Pine 
street. She always keeps a maid and com- 
panion, She has lorg been looked upce: as 
somewhat eccentric by her neighbors and 
an inquiry into her mental condition was 
made six years ago.

NEW FORM OF PASS FOR TRAVEL- 
ING CLERGYMEN., 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—With the beginning 
of 1900 the clergy bureau of the Central 
Passenger Association willyput into use a 
new form of credential known as the cier- 


gyman’s coupon certificate. This form, &ac- 
cording to the managers of the bureau, will 
be a decided improvement upon the present 
form of anniml certificate entitling clergy- 
men to reduced rates on the lines of the as- 
sociation, in that it will provide a remedy 
for a long-existing evil, as well as simplify 
the methods employed by the ticket agents 
under the present conditions. 

The new certificate will consist of a smal] 
leather-bound book, containing 100 consecu- 
tively numbered coupons, each reading ag 
follows: 

To Ticket Agent R. R. Sta- 
tion: Please sell for my individual use, 
at the rate accorded by your company to 
clergymen, a ticket from to -- 


(Signature of holder of certificate.) 

In order to procure a reduced rate the 
holder of the certificate will be obliged to 
fil! and sign the request blanks ana then 
present the certificates to the agenis. By 
such proceedings, the bureau managers 
claim, the roads of the association will be 
guarded against the issuance of spurious 
which at present are on the 
market in large numbers. Under the sys- 
tem now in vogue there is nothing to pre- 
vent fraudulent certificates from being 
floated. The card credentials used by the 
clergy bureaus of the various passenger as- 
sociations can easily be counterfeited, and 
it is not a difficult matter to have them fa- 
vorably ected upon by the agents. The 
railroads now have no knowledge of the 
certificates which have been issued by their 
clergy bureaus, and the cfficers of the bu- 
reaus are in no position to know of the is- 
suance of reduced rate tickets by ticket 
agents upon the certificates. The new sys- 
tem, it is salé, will provide for a,complilete 
check upon the various ticket agents who 
honor the certificates. The cards always 
have been objectionable to the accounting 
officers of the railroads, because the agents 
who honor them are not provided for the 
pale of the reduced rate tickets. Under the 
new system agents will be obliged to render 
accounts in the form of written requests 
from the clergymen for all reduced rate 
tickets they seil. These requests, after hav- 
ing been checked ty the audétor, will be 
bent to the commissioner of the Centra! 
Passenger Association, whore clerks wiil 
compare the signatures on them to those 
effixed to the original applications of the 
clergymen. :

THINKS SHE HAS A GOOD CASE. 


Proceedings Against the Millionaire’s 
Children Are Brought to Hurry 
All litigation to an End 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 2.-—Mrs. 
Nettie R. Craven-Fair has begun her first 
real fight for what she declares to be her 
share of the late James G. Fair's millions, 
basing her claim on her assertion that site 
is Senator Fair’s widow. 

Mrs. Craven-Fair began three actions in 
the Superior Court this week, under the a4- 
vice of her attorneys, W. W. Foote, A. 
Ruef, Denson, Oatman & Denson and Pence 
& Pence, that will at once bring to Issue all 
the material rights of Mrs. Craven-Fair 
and the children of Senator Fair, namely, 
Mrs. Theresa Oelrichs, Charles L. Fair and 
Mrs. Virginia Vanderbilt. The main at- 
tack of Mrs. Craven-Fair is directed 
against Former Judge Slack’s decision, in 
which he ordered a partial distribution of 
real estate to the children of Senator Fair, 
as if he had died intestate The distribu- 
tion was granted to them as heirs at law, 
and not as legatees, and was the logical 


‘result of the court's ruling that the trust 
was invalid.: 


clause of the accepted will 
Mrs. Craven-Fair says that if Senator Fair 
died intettate, and if she is, as she claims, 
the wido® of the decedent, she is entitled 
to one-third of his estate, and this she de- 
mands. 

To support her allegation that she is the 
widow of Senator Fair an offer is made by 
Mrs. Craven-Fair to produce her marriage 
contract, the validity of which she con- 
tends has not yet been passed on by judge 
or jury. 

Attorney Ruef, in speaking of this phase 
of the litigation, said: “In addition to her 
marriage contract, the contents of which 
have been published, Mrs. Craven-Fair has 
& mass of evidence that I believe will be of 
material assistance to her. I am not at 
liberty to give the particulars for publica- 
tion at the present time, as our client pre- 
fers to wait until the time of the trial, but 
I belleve that ehe showirg she will make 
in court will be sufficient to establish her 
case.”’ 

Mrs. Craven-Fair also asks to have set 
aside the decree of partial distribution, by 
which it was sought to give some of the 
personal property of the Fair estate into 
the possession of the decedent’s children. 
The petitioner says that the allegations of 
the children that they are sole heirs of 
the decedent is incorrect; that sne is the 
widow of James G. Fair and entitled to 
one-third of his personal estate, as well as 
one-third of his real property, exclusive of 
the Lick House and the other holdings, to 
which she lays claim by virtue of a deed 
to her, purporting to be signed by Fair, 
and which she says is genu_ne, but which 
is attacked by the Fair heirs on the charge 
that it is spurious. 

In addition to her petitione for the an- 
nulment of the orders made on the the- 
ory that the trust clause of the will is in- 
valid, Mrs. Craven-Fair has begun an in- 
dependent action under Section 1664 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, for the purpose of 
ascertaining and declaring the rights of 
heirs and all other persons claiming inter- 
est in the Fair estate. This section of 
the code was enacted for the purpose of se- 
curing an adjudication of the rights of 
claimants in the Thomas H. Blythe es- 
tate, and it was under the provisio of 
this law that Mrs. Florence Blythe-Hinck- 
ley compelled her opponents to declare their 
claims, and thus she at last secured an end 
to the litigation that otherwise might have 
lasted many years more. 

Mrs. Craven-Fair says that she ie de- 
sirous of knowing just where she stands; 
that she will no longer consent to a post- 
ponement of a trial of the issues involved; 
that gince no legal d'stribution of the es- 
tate has been made ehe claims a third of 
the property as James G. Fair’s widow, 
and that she insists on a epeedy hearing 
of her case. 


CAVE UNDER A CITY STREET 


Discovery in an Ohio Town Which 
Has Caused Wonder Among 
the People. 


CHILLICOTHE, O., Sept. &—Fourth 
street was being dug up about half a block 


west of Paint when the workmen etruck 
three large flagstones imbedded in the 
ground about a foot and a haif below the 
surface of the street. They were right in 
the middle of the street, and when they 
were raised a yawning chasm was disclosed 
beneath. This was 2 feet deep by 10 feet, 
no inlet or outlet whatever, except at the 
top, which had been covered by the flag- 
stones, and was absolutely empty, the earth 
composing the bottom being hard and dr ’ 
One of the filagstones on top was nearly 
worn through, and in a short time must 
have given way, and an accident would 
have been the ‘result. 

For what purpose the cavern was made 
cannot be imagined. Its construction would 
seem to show that it had Ween built after 
the atreet was laid out, ahd yet it Its in- 
conceivable that any one should have been 
allowed to construct such a deep cavern 
in so dangerous a place. 

A number of strange finde have been made 
from time to time in tearing up the streets 
of the city. Not jong another smaller cay- 
ern was found, and in this was a skeleton, 
gitting upright, with its Knees up under its 
chin. Still earlier, a eubterranean passage 
was found, which explained the strange 
and sudden disappearance of a famous mur- 
derer. Parts of skeletons and Indian and 
mound builder relics have been found in 
abundance, but this latest find must rank 
with the most curious. 


CONCEALED WEAR HAVANA. 


HE IS A PRISONER IN MADRID. 


Offers a Chicogoan 25 Per Cent If the 
Money Is Recovered, but So Far 
Gives No Details. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Spt. 2—Confined in the 
Spanish military psison in Madrid, a col- 
one] in the Ouban army when captured, 
with $660,000 in American gold buried near 
Havana is the story of Colonel Espabue 
Estebau Gil as brought to Lieutenant Joyce 
of the detective bureau by Herman Mets- 
ger, a manufacturer of hardware novelties 
at 90 Ohio street. A letter written by the 
ex-officer of the Cuban army was received 
to-day by Mr. Metzger. It was dated Aug. 
9, 1899, from the Spanish military fortress 
in Madrid, and offers Mr. Metzger 25 per 
cent of the buried fortune if he succeeds 
in recovering it. Mr, Metzger says he 
cannot place the Cuban colonel among hls 
accquaintances, but !t fs believed the know, 
ledge of the Cuban held by the Chicagoan 
is being kept secret in arder to promote 
the success of the search for the gold. 

Nothing but the plain facts are stated in 
the communication, which is in the posses- 
sion of Lieutenant Joyce. The statement 
is made only that money is buried out- 
side of Havana on the Island of Cuba. The 
straight offer of 25 per cent of the total of 
the treasure is then made to Mr. Metzger. 
If he will agree to take this for his share of 
the missing money. Estebau Gil offerg to 
give further information, but must receive 
assurance of the acceptance of the offer by 
cablegram. 

The letter is written in French. This fact 
leads the police to belive that the writer is 
possibly a Frenchman bent on adventure 
and excitment who went to Cuba to assist 
the insurgents in their war against the 
Spanish, as many other adventurers did 
from all parts of the world. How he came 
into possession of the amount of money 
and how it happens to be in the legal ten- 
der of the United States Gevernment is not 
explained in the communication, 

How the colonel in question came to be 
captured by the Spanish and why he !s still 
held in the Spanish military prison in 
Madrid is not made clear in the communica- 


ticn. The reticence of Mr. Metzger in as- 
serting that he has no knowledge of which 
he is now cognizant concerning the Cuban 
may balk the police in their efforts to in- 
vestigate the letter, but it Is believed Mr. 
Metzger told Lieutenant Joyce much more 
than he gave for publication. Whether or 
not the recipient of tne letter will cable the 
prisoner in Madrid has ®ot yet been de- 
cided. This will depend upon the investiga- 
tions which are to be made by officers of 
the dtective bureau working under Lieu- 
tenant Joyce’s orders. 

Mr. Metzger lives at 1222 Seminary place 
and has a large business establishment and 
the police place every confidence in his 
Seg / of the letter. The document shows 
for itself that it was majied in Madrid by 
the postmark and stamp, while the dating 
of the letter is that of the military prison, 
It is probable the matter will be referred to 
Chief Kipley before any positive action is 
taken by the police department.

Everything 
tends to show that this is a bona fide offer 
on the part of the prisoner in Madrid to the 
Chicago man. The letter simply states that 
this money is buried some place outside of 
Havana and is an American gold to the ex- 
tent of $6350, Apparently the only ques- 
tion in the mind of the writer before open- 
ing further negotiations is whether or not 
the percentage of the money offered for its 
recovery ig acceptable to Mr Metzger.

A SCHOONER’S CREW. 


PETROLEUM STILLED WAVES. 


Vessel a OComplete Wreck, but the 
Men Escaped by Aid of Life 
Lines Off North Carolina. 

j ® 


PHILADELPNIA, Pa, Sept. 2—The crew 
of the Philadelphia schooner Minnie: Ber- 
gen, which, sailed from this pert for Nuevi- 
tas August li, and is now a dismasted, shat- 
tered hulk on the North Carolina ‘coast, 
were saved by the oll with which their ves- 
sel was partly laden. This tale of ship- 
wreck and rescue is given in the advices 
from Chicamicomico Beach. 

Fears had been entertained tn this city 
ever gince the Minnie Berger weighed an- 
chor that she would meet the great hurri- 
cane. She was one of the few vessels whose 
voyage to the South would place them 
directly in the track of the blow. 

The lost schooner hails from this port, 
where she is owned by J. C. Davia. The 
vessel is a total loss. . 

Captain Bolman encountered the hurri- 
cane August 14, when about thrdée days’ 
sailing to the south of the Delaware aapes. 

The head of the Minnie Berger was turned 
toward the sea and her crew worked heroic- 
ally to check her leeway. The coast was 
only 100 miles off when day broke Saturday. 

The gale had In a measure subsided, but 
the sea raged in fury, occasionauy thunder- 
ing over the deck of the schooner in mighty 
rollers. Piece by piece the deck houses, 
bulwarks and lifeboats went by the board. 
The foremast gave away, and in its fall 
encumbered the vessel with wreckage. The 
sailors were forced to lash themselves to 
the rigging. All hope abandoned they 
waited for the inevitable crash. Which 
came about 3 o’clock Sunday morning. The 
Minnie Bergen was driven by a furious sea 
bows on against a long sand spit, separated 
from the beach by about 20 yeards of open, 
perpen which the breakers roared unceas- 
negly. | 

After the first crash the schooner became 
utterly dismasted. She swung parallel with 
the bar and listed to starboard, leaving her 
deck at an angle of nearly 50 degrees. 

The beach patrol at Chicamicomico had 
discovered the prodicament of the vessel 
and the usual measures were at once taken 
to reecue the crew. ‘The line was shot from 
the mortar and secured, but it was impossai- 
ble to go ashore in the car from the height 
of the waves, which in their break buried 
even the fratl rope in the whirlpool. 

Capt. Bolman saved the lives of his men. 
Scarecely half an hour before the schooner 
went to pieces he remembered the 1300 cases 
of oll which made up a portion of his ship’s 
cargo. Under his direction the crew workgd 
franticall to pour the lubricant on the 
seas, while one ominous tremble succeedin 
another told them that the strained an: 
battered hull under their feet had ap- 
proached the of final dissolution. 

It was fearful fight with death, but its 
outcome was salvation. 
the flerce seas no longer broke. A long. 
heaving swell succeeded their fury, and the 
life line, high above, showed a compara- 
tively clear road to life and safety. 

Each tn his turn the men were draw 
across. Captain Bolman was the last ~ 
leave his vessel. Scarce} had he wet his 
foot on shore when.with a final crash 
audible above the raging of the elements, 
the Minnie Bergen was no more. The only

ST IS THE RESULT OF THIRTY 
YEARS’ MEDITATION. 


Gather of the Two Apostles, James 
and John, Is the Central Char- 
acter and the Virgin Mary Is 
Also Prominent. 


ABINGDON, IIL, Sept. 2—Robley En- 
gence Heller, a playwright of this city, 
has written a new religioous drama which 
he calls “Zebedee.” It is based upon the 
fe of Jesus Christ, and Heller says that 
his work has been approved by the Froh- 
mans of New York, and that they will pro- 
duce the new drama.

“I was at work on another play when the 
plot for ‘Zebedee’ came to ma When I 
conceived the plot I was at once impressed 
with the opportunities afforded for a scenic 
display, and for swift action. ‘Zebedee’ is 
@ new handling of an old theme. It is 
bold in conception, since it brings on the 
stage the principal characters of the New 
Testament. 

“Christ is made to appear on the stage 
and speak, though his face his hidden from 
view. His lines ‘are some of his words re- 
corded in the ecriptures, He is made to per- 
form miracles, heal the sick and calm the 


. raging sea. The Virgin Mary has a more 


prominent part, and is given some lines 
not quoted in the Bible. The leading char- 
acter, though, is Zebedee, the father of 
James and John, disciples of Christ.” 

Mfr. Heller says mm chose this name and 
character because © appears in the Bib'e 
only once, and henc left him free to use 
his own conception of the character.

NEW FAD IN ILLINOIS THE CAUSE

LOCKED IN WITH A MINISTER. 


Bride and Goom and the Witnesses 
Nearly Suffocated After the Wed- 
ding Ceremony. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2—Secret marriages 
have been performed in all sorts ot queer 
places, in balloons, in caves, beneath the 
earth, in railrcad tunnels and in the shade 
of dense woods, but never until last week 
has a case come to light in which a couple 
were married while locked up in a chilisd 
Steel, burglar-proof. vault. Worse than 
that, this happy pair of turtle doves. were 


in the vault for a long and anxiovs hour 
after the ceremony, together with the offi- 
clating minister, the witnesses and a couple 
of personal friends. It all happened up in 
Waukegan, where many strange things in 
connection with weddings are lately occur- 
ring. In fact, that quiet little town Is rap- 
idly becoming a Gretna Green on a small 
scale for Chicago. 

One day last week Matthew Harris drove 
over to the County Clerk's office from the 
depot with his fair bride, Miss Daisy 
Laughlin, and a couple of witnesses. They 
wanted to get married at once and the 
clerk lost no time in making out the neces- 
sary document. Then Harris inquired for 
a minister, and was introduced to one who 
was conveniently on hand; ready to per- 
form wedding ceremonies in due form and 
with secrecy and dispatch for a slight con- 
sideration.

STEAMER TYR SAFE AFTER A 
TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 


| 


BEATEN FOR DAYS BY THE WIND 


Good Seamanship and the Hand of 
Providence Brought the Vessel 
and Crew Safe in Port. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2—No vessel ar- 
riving at the port of Philadelphia in many 
years has. brought a more thrilling tale 
of storm at sea than the Danish steamer 
Tyr, which came up the Delaware from 
Bawden, Jamaica, this week. 

It was her iot to encounter the full fury 
of the wild midsummer: hurricane which 
during the past 10 days has ravaged the én- 
tire North Atlantic seaboard from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the banks of Newfoundland. 
The awful experience of the Tyr is scarcely 
a record in the entire annals of navigation 
where a steamer the size of this staunch 
old tramp has survived such a terriff€ com- 
bat with wind and wave. — 

While the Tyr lay at anchor in the port 
of Bawden Capt. Funder was informed of 
the Porto Rican hurricane. There was 
nothing in that portion of Jamaica to in- 
dicate its fury, so the master of the Tyr 
concluded that it had preceded him up the 
coast. 

Had the steamer been in a harbor com- 
monly crowded with vessels it is likely that 
Capt. Funder, following the example set by 
other skippers, would not have ventured 
out. No other vessel, however, was in his 
vicinity and he boldly sailed-on a voyage, 
the incidents of which would have appalLed 
the stoutest heart. : 

Friday, Aug. ll, the Tyr weighed anchor 
and stood under easy steam toward the 
Windward Passage, separating Santo Do- 
mingo from Cuba. Singularly enough, on 
the eve of such impending atmospheric dis- 
turbances Capt. Funder saw nothing 
worthy of special mention while on his 
run through the Spanish Main. ‘ 

His course was northeast by north, skirt- 
ing the Bahama Island with his head point- 
ing toward Jupiter Inlet, on the F orida 
coast. On Tuesday the troubles of the Tyr 
began. 

With that rapid transition characteristic 
of tropical latitudes, sunny seas and propi- 
tious weather gave way in the twinkling of 
an eye to the ominous harbingers of a 
brewing hurricane. 

A dull, lurid gray overspread the sky into 
which the sun disc slowly blended until it 
became almost undefinable,. A strong north- 
east gale arose, and, as tersely described in 
the log under the date of Aug. li, with a 
foilowing sea.”’ 


Toward oe! the wind increased in vio- 
t 


lence and with the waves, which thun- 
dered heavily upon the now struggling 
steamer. At 6 o'clock the storm became s0 
violent that Capt. Funder ordered all the 
hatches battered down and made every 
preparation, suggested by long experience, 
to resist the hurricane whosé coming was 
pow assured. 

Throughout that awful night, ever to be 
remembered by the crew of the Tyr, the 
wind howled in fury. Great mountainous 
seas rollling ever onward threatened to en- 
gulf the vessel. Toward midnight the rain, 
long impending, descended in_ torrents, 
while overhead boomed unceasingly the ap- 
palling thunder of the tropics. 

Capt. Funder and Chief Officer Olaf Osan 
decided shortly after 12 o'clock to turn the 
steamer’s head again toward the south. 
This maneuver was attended. with the 
greatest peril. Rolling and pitching fear- 
fully the Tyr swung into the trough of the 
sea. Her engines were stopped and she was 
washed from stem to stern with seas which 
thundered upon her decks like avalanches. 

The crew with difficulty made their way 
along the decks, momentarily almost per- 
pendicular from the pitching of the vessel. 

It was utterly impossible to advance for- 
ward of the bridge. That portion of the 
Tyr is ordinarily twenty-five feet out of the 
water, but during the entire night of Tues- 
day it was inundated by the boiling waves. 

During the following day the situation re- 
mained unchanged. The steamer lay hove 
to in the then forlorn hope of riding out the 
gale. The latter, however, was capricious. 
In less than an hour it had veered to the 
southeast. It then became necessary to turn 
the Tyr again to the north. 

These were anxious hours for Capt. Fun- 
der. Throughout the entire terrific ttle of 
the elements he never left the bridge of his 
almost’ foundered ship. Wednesday at mid- 
night the gale showed signs of abating and 
the captain ventured to again steam slowly 
ahead. f 

The crew of the Tyr thought that the 
worst had passed, but their satisfaction 
was short-lived. Scarcely had the hatches 
been taken off for ventilation of the perish- 
able cargo of fruit which the steamer car- 
ried when the gale again burst upon her 
with terrible violence. At 11 o’clock in the 
morning the wind suddenly increased to 
hurricane force. The hatches were bat- 
tened down again and the Tyr’s head 
turned to the eastward. There were con- 
stant high cross seas and the rain fell in 
torrents. 

About 2 o’clock In the afternoon the Tyr | 
underwent the most alarming experience of 
her perilous voyage. Without a moment's 
warning a heavy sea was shipped. The 
starboard lifeboat was torn from its bed 
and hurled like a chip against the iron- 
bound engine room skylight, staving it be- 
yond repair. All the engine room shutters 
were swept away and the engine room 
flooded. driving away the men on duty 
there. The same sea smashed three ventila- 
tors and strewed the vessel with wreckage, 

Despite the raging of the elements and 
the seas, which now threatened to engulf 
the vessel, the crew heroically worked on 
temporary repairs. After incredible exer- 
tion canvas was stretched over the aperture 
stove in the deck and the pumps started 
to clear the engine room of water. 
o’clock the storm abated and the voyage 
was resumed. 

The lights on the breakwater were 
welcome sight to the storm-beaten crew.

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A PREDICTION AND ITS POSSIBILITIES. 


It is assumed by those best acquainted with French sentl- 
ment and the situation in France that, regardless of the tes- 
thnony, Dreyfus will be convicted by the eourt-martial. 

Three reasons are given for this opinion: 

1. The solidarity of the army, for the so-called honor of the 
army and the protection of its chiefs, however discredited they 
may be in the public mind. It ts unreasoning loyalty to the 
arimy’s organization and reputation. 

2. Blind popular worship of the army as the natioi«] bul- 
wark of defense which must be supported at any’cost. 

$. Race hatred which disposes the French people to accept 
any charge against a Jew. 

It is incredible that a nation should be so dominated by a 
race prejudice that it supports injustice against the hated 
race and is unable to distinguish between right and wrong 
whenever this race prejudice is aroused. it is iner»od:ble that 
a nation’s blind devotion to the army would render it Inca- 


pable of recognizing or judging crimes. committed by army, 


chiefs, under a specious plea of patriotism, for the purpose 
of accomplishing corrupt and unjust ends. This indicates 
moral insanity on the part of a nation. 

If Dreyfus Is convicted in the face of the disgraceful fall- 
ure and exposure of the prosecution and the verdict Is ac- 
cepted by the nation, these incredible things will be verified 
and the civilized world must accept the conclusion that 
France is morally Insane. It must conclude that under the 
influence of: perverted moral standards and warped public 
opinion the nation ts controlled by an insolent army and the 
army is controlled by corrupt chiefs. It must conclude that 
the Government is incapable of doing justice whenever the 
act of justice runs counter to race prejudice, perverted opin- 
ion or the interests of the military oligarchy. . 

What will be the consequences of these demonstrations 
and conclusions to France? 

Would not the deliberate denial of justice to Dreyfus be a 
practical notice to Jews that they cannot expect justice: in 
France? Is it not within the bounds of possibility that the 
Jews in France will withdraw and that the whole Jewish 
influence in commerce, finance and politics will Cust 
against France?

Would it not make France the football of her enemies and 
rivals? While it is not probable that any

nation would 
formally intervene in France’s domestic troubles, it is pussi- 
ble that general condemnation may lead to an attiiude of in- 
difference or hostility towards the Paris Exposition. It 
possible that the effect upon public opinion of a Dreyfus 
conviction would result in the ruin of that enterprise so dear 
to the French heart. In view of the conditions revealed by 
the Dreyfus trial a blow at her social standiag among ra- 
tions and her cummercial ambitions would be le2zi imate. 

France is playing with Gynamic forces in the Dreyfus ques- 
tion. It will be fortunate for her if she has the strenzth now 
to purge herself of moral pestilence and internationa, con- 
tempt. Otherwise there may be heavy in store for 
her. Injustice is reactive and brings inevita»le penalties,

WONDERFUL SIGHTS THERE.

The Victoria Regia and Other Rare 
Piants Will Amaze and Interest 
the Thousands Who Will 
Be There. 


In obedience to the will of Henry Shaw. 
the Missouri Botanical Garden will be 
open to the public to-day. This is one of 
the two Sundays in the year that the 
beautiful floral exhibition is thrown open to 
visitors. 

The workmen were very busy yesterday 
under the direction of Head Gardener Gur- 
ney preparing for the crowds that will flock 
to the garden to-day. There were a thou- 


sand details to be arranged, and a thousand 
contingencies to be guarded against. This 
semi-annual opening of the garden on Sun- 
day is an occasion rather dreaded by the 
attendants because the crowd is always a 
large one, and it is impossible to prevent a 
certain amount of vandalism. 

Head Gardener Gurney has some very in- 
teresting plants to show the public. if is 
- pity that each one of the visitors cannot 

ws him for a guide, for he makes a tour 
of the garden intenseiy interestin and 
ee tage mixing a vast deal of aeetul know- 
ocge with many quaint and curious sayings 
that are pointed with a rare humor and 
flavored with a rich English accent. 

Of course, the Victoria Regia is the sight 
that the visitor hastens to see. No one 
‘Will be disappointed to-day. ‘There are half 
a. foe crowding the big pool. They

To see the Victoria {s to wonder, but to 
see three full-grown men standing on one 
of the leaves is to be amazed. The largest 
leaf is five feet six inches in diameter, al- 
though from the edge of the pool it looks 
much smaller. 

The leaves ure a rich green, curling up- 
ward at the edges, which show red under- 
neath. It is interesting to know how these 
leaves develop. They grow out from the 
central plant at the end of a rope like a 
stem which is covered with thorns. When 
the embryo leaf first reaches the surface it 
looks like a big cockle-burr. It is covered 
with thorns and is nearly round. 

What one sees at this stage is the under 
side of the leaf. Slowly it unroolis itself, 
spreading out upon the water. At first the 
upper side of the leaf is a deep pink, but it 
gradually becomes green. The under side 
of the leaf is divided by the veins into 
hundreds of air cells which account for its 
marvelous buoyancy. The stem, which is 
calied the petiole, is often ten feet long and 
about an inch din diameter. The ower 
grows straight up from the central piant. 
It opens at precisely 6:%-o’clock in the 
evening. The first day of its opening it 
is a dazzling white, and fts fragrance fills 
the air all about. The next night it be- 
gins to fade. It is doubtful whether there 
will be a flower this evening to show the 
crowd. 

In the same pool with the Victorla will 
be found the papyrus plant, famed-as the 
paver plant of ancient Egypt. Upon leaves 
made from its fiber were written all the 
books of the ancients. It is a graceful

plant growing in its native Nile to a height 
of 12 feet. At the top of each stalk is a 
antennae, and at the 
of each of these is a littie ball. 

Visitors to the garden to-day will not see 
the uncanny goose-plant in bloom. One 
bloomed Friday and the blossom is faded. 
The flower of this plant looks for all the 
world like a goose swimming. The body, 
curving neck and head are almost life- 
iike. Inside the flower is white shading 
off to a deep purple at the bottom. 

Among the richest follage in the hot- 
houses are the leaves of the anthuriums, 
with their beautiful wax-like flowers in 
all shades from a deep blood-red to a 
bright yellow. The leaves look like they 
were made of the heaviest velvet. An- 

ther plant whose foliage will astonish ts 
the metal plant. The leaves are large, deep 
green and have the lustre of metal. 

“Put it in a tinshop window,”’ said Mr. 
Gurney, “and most any one would swear 
they were made of metal.” 

But if one wants to see plants that show 
the most exquisite tints and marking he 
must search out the variegated caladiums, 
They show every tint from deep green to 
the most delicate pink, and some of them 
are daringly marked with dashes of red 
and purple. In a dozen plants one will find 
as many leaves of different tints and mark- 
ings. These plants come from Brazil. 

One of the strangest looking plants in 
the hothouses are monstera deliclosas. They 
are enormous in size, as their name indi- 
cates, and the fruit is delicious. another 
fact indicated by the name. The fruit looks 
while growing like ears of corn. and its 
taste is much like that of the pineapple. 

One of the queerest little plants.in the 
Garden is the telegraph plant of India. I 
iz a small bush, and the leaves are about 
four inches long. They grow in clusters 
from the ends of the twigs. On the stem of 
each leaf are two iitt®e leaves, hardly an | 
inch lone, which h: the peculiarity of | 
constant motion during the early hours of | 
the day. They wave backward and for- 
ward. 

Mr. Gurney plucked a bunch of leaves 
from a bush near by and hurried to a tub 
of water. Tearing the leaves in pieces, he 
dropped them in the water. In a few mo- 
ments, the pieces began to dart back ani 
forth with a quick, nervous motion, that re-., 
minded the observer of the motion of water-? 
beetles. ‘The mot'on is caused by the ex- | 
ge of the essential oil in the l@aves as | 
t exudes in globDuies from the ends of the | 
torn vein, 

Mr. Gurney 
asked the 
very bitter.

He told the reporter to touch the leaves 
of a plant, and when he did so, they closed 
up. It was the sensitive plant. 
All these and many more wonderful and 
beautiful plants the visitor to the garden, 
will see to-day.

While gy ! were 
talking Lucas noticed his enemy in the 
Saloon, Presently, he says, @ iarge man, 
came in and conversed with the race horse 
man in an undertone, casting frequent 
glances at him. The large man took a 
drink of whisky and went out. 

A fittle later Lucas left the saloon and 
Started to Seventh and Locust streets to 
meet Mrs. Laicas. He stopped for an in- 
Stant at the drug store at the corner of | 
the alley to lock at something in the win- 
dow. As he stood there a man _  jostied 
against him. He turned quickly and says he 
recognized the man who had been talking 
with his enemy in the saloon. Although 
not considering himself to blame for the 
contact he said: “I beg your pardon.” 

The man replied: ‘You can’t ask my 
pardon,’ and struck Lucas a terrible blow 
in the face. Lucas staggered but did not 
fall. Before he could recover the man 
struck him again and escaped through the 
crowd which had begun to gather. 

From the nature of Lucas’ wounds it 
seemed that he had been struck with point- 
ed brass ‘‘knucks’’ or some other pointed 
weapon. He had two penetrating wounds. 
one on each side of his nose. The one oa 
the left side severed an artery. 

Although bleeding terribly Lucas iInsist- 
€4 on going to Seventh and Locust streets 
to meet his wife. With her he went to the | 
City Dispensary and after his wounds were 
dressed they went to the Four Courts. 

He asked that the horseman be arrested 
before he could leave the city, but he says | 
that Chief Desmond told him ito come back 
at 7 o’clock that evening. ‘ 

The next day Lucas had two violent hem- 
orrhages. Dr, Nifong succeeded in stopping 
the flow of blood, but the hemorrhages re- 
curred and it became necessary to plug} 
his nostrils. In spite of this heroic treat- 
ment he had another hemorrhage Friday 
afternoon which almost ended his life. 

It required the joint efforts of Dr. Nifong 
and Dr. Sutter to save him. They do not 
believe that he can survive another such 
hemorrhage. 

The racing season having closed Mr. Lu- 
cas thinks that the horseman has left the 
city. He describes his assailant as a man 
about 40 years c!d, weighing about 200 
pounds, smooth-shaven, of a florid com- | 
plexion and wearing a black and white 
checked coat and vest, light pants and a 
brown derby hat.

YACHT EXPERTS FIGURING ON 
THE BRITISHER'S DEFEAT. 


COLUMBIA SHOWS HER SPEED. 


With the Defender the New Craft 
Made a Great Showing Off 
Newport. 


NEWPORT, R. I.,Sept. 2.—The first of the 
formal trial races between Columbia and 
Defender to-day for the purpose of select- 
ing a yacht to sail against the Shamrock in 
defense of America’s cup resulted in so de- 
cisive a victory for the new boat that 
were it not for the fact that it is desirable 
to have her race as much as possibie, 
other contests would seem almost useless. 

The yachts salled one of the regu.ation 
15-mile windward and leeward courses, in 
an eight-knot breeze that increased on the 
beat out and flattened at the finish, and it 
took Columbia just six minuies and 49 sec- 
onds less time to cover the distance than 
it did the Defender. 

Nearly @veryone seemed fuily' satisfied 
with the result of the race, especially the 
owners of the new boat, for the steel mast 
which was carried through a race for tne 
first time, certainly improved her wonder- 
tuliy, enabling ner to stand straighter than 
the Defender and the:efore to outpoint her. 
In fact, Columobia sailed all around tne 
other boat, and but for the softening of the 
wind as she neared the line and 


the finisn the cimerence between the two 
boats would have been at least three min- 
utes greater. 

lt was a stiff brush while it iasted, and 
the resuit was certainly no discredit on 
Defender. At the start Capt. Rhodes 
berthed his boat in excellent style and ehot 
her over the line 17 seconds ahead of cCo- 
lumbia, which was coming up rapidlv on 
his windward quarter. There Defendder 
held her, unable herself to get by, for 
every time she tacked to port the new boat 
wouid force her round, yet nevertheiess, 
backwiiding the new boat sc ihat she 
could not draw from unuer the Defender, 
as the iatter was foreed tv swing off un- 
der the formers etern, sO #3 1:0: to be 
b.anketed. After that the race was a 
mere question of how much the Cojumb.a 
would win by. 

Tuose who watched her saw Columbia 
stand up to the breeze as never before, be- 
sides. footing faster and pointing higher. 
For a few moments the baby jib topsail 
was taken off to see how s.vte would hold 
the old boat, but while it made little differ- 
ence, it was replaced, only to be removed 
again that the wind increased to nearly 12 
Knots. , 

The vachts made good time to the outer 
mark and would have sailed faster coming 
‘n nad they not been delayed considerably 
in setting their spinnakers. Still, a W mi.e 
race in a little over three and three-fourths 
hours is weil up to the average. 

Undoubtedly there wi.l be a few changes 
in some of tne new sails, for as compared 
with Defender’s, Which are now wel, nigh 
pertect, they seem drawn and puckered in 
many places. The mainsail had a fu..ness 
near the jeach which three long battens 
fai.ed to flatten out, and ¢.ose to the mast 
at the hoist the canvas was far too fat to 
drive the boat wel. to windward. The ciub 
topsail certainly set be.ter than the old 
one, but the stiff breeze soon stretched the 
canvass so much that the leach loosened up 
and flatiered all the way out to tue mark, 
The pole and the ciub on the topsai, were 
fine ,ooking ‘pine sticks, and sieei cou. 
not have held better than these spars. As 
for her sails, both we.e far Lbe.ter than the 
oid ones, and a touching up here and there 
is all tnat will be required. 

Nearly all eyes were turned, at least 
part of the time, on the steel masts thai 
proved so treacherous when first tried. To- 
day it stood up straighter than any pine 
mast could have done, with not the siight- 
est sign of a buckie, leaving iittie d ubt 
that this mast or a similiar affair wi.) go 
through the cup races successfuliy and aid 
her materially in defeating the Shamrock. 

With new sails a new mast and a few 
more races for the crew's benefit, the 
vachtsmen hereabouts are of the opinion 
that the only point to be decided in the 
great event will be as to how much 
Columbia will lead Shamrock at the finish.

Mr. Festus J. Wade returned last Thurs- 
day from a six weeks’ vacation in Europe, 
the greater part of the time having beer 
passed in Switzerland.

“What effect is visible in Paris now of 
the coming fair in 1900—thatt is, of the busi- 
ness effects, etc,?’’ 

“Every man from the cabman to the 
banker in the city of Paris is looking for- 
ward to an unparalleled period of prosperity 
in 1900, by reason of the World's Fartr. 
Building has received a wonderful impetus 
throughout the entire city, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that preparations which are 
being made in no way compare with the 
World’s Fair of Chicago of 1893.

The week just closed should go down in 
the history of the grain trade as one dur- 
ing which all signs failed. On the strength 
of the news which reached this market, 
prices should have advanced every 
day, but they did not simply because senti- 


ment was against an advance at this time. | 


As the letter writer for a big local com- 
mission house wittily put it, the Dull was 
before the bar of public opin.on and the 
evidence was all in his favor, but senti- 
ment was against him a la Dreyfus. 

So it was that the bears were able to 
score another decisive victory in the face 
of what looked like pretty stiff odds. The 
bulls had predicted an early advance during 
the week and everything pointed to the 
realizstion of their hopes on epee The 
markets abroad were firm, the foreign de- 
mand was good, Northwestern receipts 
were steadily declining. Sunshine and senti- 
ment were the stock in trade of the bears. 
It looked .like a slim bas.s for specu.a- 
tive trading, and all but the very wisest 
expected to see the market advance not 
less than a cent, but it did nothing of the 
kind. Some of the heaviest traders sold 
short until they had the bulls beaten to @ 
standstill. 

It was the same all week. Bull news, 
of which there was an abundance, was con- 
| sistently ignored, while the market was 
‘hammered on no apparent pretext. The 
decrease in the visible of more than @ 
million and a half bushels should have sent 
prices skyward, but it fell flat. Toward 
the end of the week the news was cven 
more bullish. The Price Current, for in- 
stance, estimated that the supply of winter 
wheat east of the Rockies would be 130,- 
000.000 busRMels short of last year’s supply, 
and the spring wheat output wil) be W,- 
000,000 bushels under last year’s figures. 
This very bullish news also fell flat. 

There is a general feeling that an upward 
| movement is about due, and it may mate- 
rialize this week. 


Chicago Market Letter. 


By Wire to J. W. Sanford. 

CHICAGO, IIL, Sept. 2.—The wheat mar- 
ket finds it hard to escape from midsummer 
dullness, and fluctuations In the price for 
the week past have mirrored such condl- 
tions. Now that the September interest 
is practically placed and eperators are in- 
clined to resume interest in the market it 


is more than probable that we will see 
more activity. he principal factors In the 
news way have been the reports from the 
Northwest of too much rain interfering 
with harvesting speretsene, the report of 
the Hungarian Minister of Agriculture, 
showing a shortage of stocks and estimat- 
ing yie:'de below the yéar’s requirements of 
some 34,000,000 bushels. Light receipts at 
Northwestern points, notwithstanding the 
strong premium for cash wheat and the 
fair clearances. Foreign markets also ap- 
pear to on a healthy basis and do not 
sympathize with our declines, as they do 
not follow our advances. It would seem that 
the importing trade and specu!ators on the 
other side are inclined to the opinion that 
the price of wheat is about on its merits, 
and they are disposed, the-.first to pick up 
what wheat thes can to advantage on the 
breaks, while the second element are, doubt- 
less, playing the market for quick turns. 
This the latter will probably continue to 
do‘suntil the present month develops egenti- 
ment more stressingly on one side than the 
other in our own markets, in which event 
foreign markets wilil be forced to follow us. 
The trade, locally, {s apparently blind te 
all but the fact that we have secured a fair 
average crop. Many of them belleve the 
vields of both winter’and spring wheat un- 
der-estimated, and, on this theory, are sell. 
ing short. There promises, however, to bea 
fair demand for what wheat America will 
spare at these prices at least for some time 
to come. Considering the financial condition 
of our country it will be as it has been in 
the years of depression, from which we 
have emerged of late, a.question of how 
much has America to spare, as it will be 
how much wil ehe epare at these prices. 
We do not look for anything like a runa- 
way market, rather are disposed to an- 
ticipate a gradually jhardening scale of 
prices, extending over © pte of, say, the 
next two weeks. Shogld this occur there 
will be enough in the situation discovered 
and spread broadcast to give usa wide bull 
market. In the meantime, it {s our advice 
to watch the terdency to harden and fo'low 
the market slowly. There wil! be a fair 
margin in purchases and there is likely to 
be good profite. | 
Corn—Some future complaints about rip- 
ening prematurely, but the trade has made 
up its mind. that we are going to have a 
2.000.000.000 and better corn crop and there 
is nothing to bul! ft on. The price for the 
September and cash corn keeps up at good 
premium over the new crop deliveries, and 
the ear corn Is coming out of the cribs tn a 
rush, but st'll not In the volume that was 
expected.

man in his latest days when he sat in a 
carriage and saw the opening of the school, 
It was the happlest achievement in all his 
stirring, successful career. 

But when the will was opened a new and 
heavy burden fell upon the devoted widow 
and mother. She was named sole execu- 
trix, with instructions to pay $2,500,000 more 
to the university, but the panic of 1893 had 
set in. Banks were breaking, stocks were 
tumbling, loans were impossible. 

The Stanford fortune was in jeopardy. 
The university itself trembled on the verge 
of ruin, and to make matters worse the 
Government of the United States began suit 
for $15,000,000 against the estate, declaring 
that it was liable for the Government bonds, 
which the Pacific Railroad Co, had failed 
to pay. 

Mrs. Stanford had been a good woman. 
She now became a heroine. Throwing her- 
self into the whirf of affairs she became 
familiar ‘with every détail. The professors 
at the university were without their salar- 
ies. Even the servants were unpaid. The 
closing of that vast institution was immi- 
nent, but Mrs. Stanford strained every 
nerve to avert the catastrophe. Her town 
house’ wiih its enormous role of expense 
was closed. Horses and carriages were sold, 
Houses and land were mortgaged or placed 
upon the market. The immense wheat 


farms at Gridley were reduced to a paying 
basis. She opened the wineries-eat Vina, 
and sent thosands of gallons of wine and 
brandy to foreign lands. Palo Alto was 
robbed of its choicest racing stock. 

- Her very jewels—tnat noted and priceless 
collection—were sent to the markets of 


-Burope, and at last a day came when Mrs. 


Stanford sat in her drawing room without 
a cent in the world, and with! only two 
wageless servants to wait upon her. 
Meanwhile the professors had voluntarily 
reduced their salaries one-half, and every 
student who could pay a little toward lec- 
tures was doing so. Everything depended 
on the Government suit. If it went against 
the estate the Stanford miliions would be 
wiped out and the memorial ruined. 


Every. effort was made to hurry a declis- 
ion. The case was fought from court to 
court. The months rolled into the years 
and at last victory was obtained. On 
March 9, 1896, the courts decided in favor 
of Mrs. Stanford. and on May 3 she handed 
$2.500,000 over to the university trustees. 

Meanwhile Mrs. Stanford had become a 
financier and the times were mending. In

Afterward she deeded over her San Fran- 
cico mansion to be an academy of history, 
economics and social science. She has also 
given $100,000 for an orphan asylum in Al- 
bany, which will be a memortal to her 
father and mother, the Lathrops of that 
city, whose old homestead is utilized for the 
site. 

To-day she has nothing left. Every rug, 
chair, vase, table and picture in her pos- 
session belongs to the university. She has 
an allowance of $12,000 a year, but owns 
nothing. When she dies, unless she saves 
enough from her allowance for her funeral, 
the university will have to bury her. And 
it would be a loving and gracious service. 

Meanwhile, she lives at Palo Alto and 
works and thinks and schemes only for the 
university. 

There are more than 1200 students. They 


can live for $15 a month each, and teaching. 


costs them nothing. They look on Mrs. 
Stanford as their patron saint. 

At first glance it might seem that such 
vast works as these might well dwarf the 
efforts which Mrs. Stanford’s unconscious 
rival is making for the general good, but On 
the other hand two things are to be remem- 
bered. The Hearst millions are fewer than 
those of the Stanfords were. “Mrs. Stanford 
has been a woman of one idea—an enthusi- 
ast, almost fand@tic In her intensity. Her 
sacrifices have in small part been made un- 
der the feeling that earth held no other 
pleasure—that her dead son demanded them 
of her. 

Mrs. Hearst's course, on the contrary, has 
been dictated by a normal love for her fel- 
low beings. She is still in society. She still 
entertains generously. Her beautiful home 
in Washington is full of guests. She loves 
to surround herself with bright young girls 
and to make life a summer’s day for them, 
Her life is full of happiness and usefulness 
and love. She has given away perhaps 
some $2,000,000, but it has been given with a 
whole and healthy heart. 


‘She gives of herself,”’ sald an old friend 
recently, “and that is the rare and beau- 
tiful part of her giving. It is not just her 
money. It ts first herself, her heart, her 
sympathetic human  kindness—then’ her 
money. If she had been a poor woman 
she would have given of herself in this 
same beautiful way, and although she 
might not have made a national name, 
the corner where she lived would have 
been glorified. with the same warm heart- 
light that her wealth makes it possible for 
her to disseminate from one end of our 
country to the other.”’

GERMANS ALL OVER THE WORLD AND 
PARTICULARLY IN ST. LOUIS WILL 
CELEBRATE IN THE POET’S HONOR. 


The German born citizens of St. Louis will celebrate the 150th anniver- 
sary of Goethe's birth at Concordia Park.

OETHE’S NAME stand’s pre-eminent, as the most distin- 

€ guished in the modern Nterature of Germany. Born at 

Frankfort-on-the-Main Aug. 28, 1749, he manifested at an 

eariy age great mental powers, which the future poet attributed 

to his mother, not merely as an inheritance from her, but because 
she tenderly and carefully watched over his early studies. 

Already in his sixteenth year was he far enough advanced to 
enter the University of Leipsic, with the intention to study juris- 
prudence but literature seemed to attract him more, and to its 
pursuit ne devoted homself more seriously. Goethe, enlightened by 
the critical and esthetic researches of Lessing, realized the prov- 
erty of the German literature of that time. His poetic and dra- 
matic attempts of that period have a strong individuality; they 
were not mere imitations of existing prototypes, but genuine, 
characteristic expressions of joy, sorrow, passions and sublime 
happiness of which the songs in ‘‘Leipziger Liederbuechlein,’’ pub- 
lished in 1768, are the best evidence. Some of these breathe the 
spirit of the Volkslied so tenderly that W. Mueller eulogizes them 
as follows: 

“The German Volkslied found in Goethe its highest and best re- 
finemcut. It is well known that many of his most beautiful poems, 
and especially the romance-like songs, are re-echoes of German 
and foreign folk-poesy. Thus through him the genuine German 
singer of the people (natursaenger) has the old VolkKslied been 
resuscitated, purified and glorified by art.’’ 

Sickness forced him to leave Leipsic in the autumn of 1768 and 
return to,.Frankfort. Two years later he entered the University 
of Strassburg, where he came in contact with* Herder, whose per- 
sonality had an immense influence in unfolding his genius, enlarg- 
ing his views for natural expression in poesy, of which his own 
productions give ample proof. His literary studies were specially 
devoted to Shakspeare. That the degree of doctor of laws was 
conferred upon him by the University of Strassburg in 1771 shows 
that he was obedient to his father’s wishes, for the study of law 
was distasteful to him. Goethe's instinct and taste were for every- 
thing that was Leautiful in art, painting, eculpture, architecture, 
music, all had an equal share in his studies, although literature 
and poctry_received the most prominent attention. 

In 1772 he moved to Wetzlar; the primary cause of this was to be 
near Lottie Kestner, a young lady with whom he was deeply in 
love at that time. However, our poet had several such experiences 
before and after, and the passion passed off in a little time. As 
another object of going to Wetzlar is mentioned the suicide of a 
young friend, which affected him deeply, and was partly an in- 
centive to write at a later period the well-known story, ‘‘The Sor- 
rows of Werther.’’ This work had an unprecedented succeés, and 
raised him to highest esteem, for in it he reached the hearts of 
the people at large. 

The most important period of his life began in 1782, when he 
entered the service of the Duke of Saxe-Weimar, who loaded him 
with honors, corferring upon him the title of nobility and making 
him president of the council chamber, which included many 
offices of minor, but not less important, responsibilities. Among 
the latter was that of director of the court theater, the import- 
ance of which cannot be over-estimated, as it exercised an influ- 
ence on the elevation of the histrionic art throughout Germany. 

Many authors, playwrights and actors owed their future fame 
to his patronage in bringing out the'r works. As the most notable 
instance may be mentioned Schiller. Though at the firet meeting 


of the two poets, Sept. 7, 1788, Schiller was rather discouraged, 


Goethe proved one of his warmest friends, recommending him 
to the professorship of history at the-University of Jena, which 
he received in December of the same year. Not omy were several 
of Schiller’s dramas performed at the court theater in Weimar, 
but Goethe confided to him several of his manuscripts for criticism, 
Goethe’s literary activity, especially since he assumed his court 
duties at Weimar, was enormous, and can best be judged by the 
number of his works, comprising more than 40 volumes, of which 
the Weimar edition, published by Hermann Boehler by order of the 
Grand Duchess Sophie of Saxony, is unquestionably the best, as 
each voiume has been carefully revised by able writers and mis- 
prints, ete., of former editions corrected. 

Goethe was a most careful worker, never hurrying the comple- 
tion of any of his productions,as may be seen from not only his Oown

ocular demonstration of incidents in the story which are highly 
amusing. The first one bears the French inseription, “Le devoir 
de la canaille,’ which freely translated would signify tha duty of 
the menial. It represents a very ‘aged countess who hay lately 
taken a fancy to render French poetry into German, her inspira- 
tion coming only at night timé, when her maid servant dfas to 
stand before her, holding the inkstand. The artist depicts the mo- 
ment when her highness has fallen asleep while pondering over a 
difficult phrase, and the servant, who fears that she might wake 
up every moment, remains in this position of holding the inkstand, 
and overcome with the feeling of slavery wipes a tear from her 
eye. The second engraving is entitled “Sympathy,” and exhibits 
the grand dame surrounded by her numerous dog family and a 
favorite cat. Her highness appears in an elaborate court dress of 
the time of Louis XIV., and the machine-like lackey, 
who is also advanced in years, carries sedately the long train of 


‘her ladyship’s dress, evidently lost in admiration of the beauties 


of nature. The physiognomy of the lady, gracefully supporting 
herself with a long walking cane, expresses meditation, which 
also is seen in the lackey’s face. Sympathetic feeling seems also 
to have seized one of. the dogs, for he looks up to his mistress, 
evidently desiring a conversation, but finds no encouragement, 

That Goethe did not lack Humor, and thoroughly enjoyed it, is 
well known; in the thirty-seventh volume there is a short poem 
entitled, “A Jewish Sermon,” in German-Hebrew dialect, also a 
poem to “The Cake-Baker Haendel.’’ In the thirty-eighth volume 
is a short libretto, evidently intended for a comic opera, bearing 
the title, ‘““Concerto dramatico composto dal Signor Dottore Flam- 
mino.” That not all of Goethe’s dramas met with the success 
they deserve, must,be ascribed to the philosophical tone which 
pervades all his greater works. 

The following are.a few of the more popular dramas, with the 
opinions of able critics: ‘‘Faust’’ is too well known as his great- 
est and most admired work. Its translation into all languages of 
the civilized world is ample testimony theredf. 

“Eemont,”’ which he finished in Italy, exhibits Goethe’s poetic 
characteristics, reflecting more the purely human psychological 
development of man than the objective historical part. 

“Iphigenia” is not only one of Goethe’s masterpieces, but also 
one of the noblest adornments of universal literature, The soul- 
life therein depicted and the beautiful classic form are united so 
as to form a modern art-ideal. 

“Tasso” is full of elegance as regards language, but leaves the 
impression that it was written by a courtier for a court audience. 

“Goetz von Berlichingen” is esteemed as the first essentially 
original and nafional drama of @ermany. Ite success Was aston- 
ishing. 

Goethe's critical essays on architecture, the fine arts, science of 
colors, ete., all testify to his labors as an art student. God, art 
and nature may be said to have been the all-absorbing topics of 
his busy Nfe. Many unkind reflections and criticisms have) been 
made of his love affairs, but it must be borne in mind that there 
has never been a genius, past or present, who hag not | been 
courted and idolized by emotional women. In this connection it 
is weil to refer to “The Wisdom of Goethe” by John Stuart 
Black:e, profeasor in the University of Edinburgh, who defends 
his character, life and morals most ably. 

A journey to Italy in 1786 became an absolute necessity to re- 
cuperate his health, which had somewhat suffered from Over- 
work. For two years he remained in the classic land of art and 
music. That his stay there gave new life to him is visible in all 
the works he finished during that time. Upon his return from 
Italy he found it difficult to feel again at home in Weimar, and 
consequently resigned all minor offices except the three which 
suited his taste, which were the supervision of the mining echools, 
the curatorship of the university and the direction of the court 
theater. The latter he used specially to encourage the German 
art of drama and comedy, and especially to cultivate an idea] 
style of acting. 

In 1788 he married Christiana Vulpius, who had inspired manly of 
his productions and was the heroine of the celebrated ‘‘Roman 
Elegies,’’ of which he wrote in after years: ‘“‘Though their scenery 
was furnished by Rome, they were not written in Rome, nor was 
any Roman girl the heroine of my Propertian loves. The ‘Elegies’

paper on algebra reached me, and then the 
examination had already begun. I had 
worked hard, however, on the specimens 
which had come first and I still had part 
of a day to look over the algebra paper. 

It was on Thursday morning that the ex- 
amination began. I went into the room and 
sat down alone. I felt desperately lonely 
and frightened. All was dark and silent. 
There was nothing to encourage me. After 
a little I felt the question paper e'ipped 
into my hand and ran my fingers over the 
roughened dots. It was elementary Greek, 
the “easiest of all the subjects. I felt re- 
lieved and rattled away on my typewriter. 

Mr. Vining was in the far end of the 
room. As the papers were presented \he 
transcribed them into Bralflle with his ma- 
chine, making groups of raised dots upon 
a sheet of paper—each group representing 
a letter of the alphabet. Then.a proctor 
brought me these, questions and I tran- 
scribed them inte English. The proctor 
carried my transcription back to Mr. Vin- 
ing and he saw thai it was correct. Some- 
times when I misunderstood his transcrip- 
tion he sent a note putting me right. But 
it was very slow, nervous work and speed 
is a matter.of great account in these ex- 
aminations, for time is limited. I think 
this paper was half done when I felt for 
my watch, to see how much time remained 
for me. It was not there. I had left it 
at Wrentham. 

Perhaps this may seem a trifling matter, 
but it was not so for me. I was tortured 
for fear that I might exceed the limit or 
waste time in answering one question 
which might be explained with better re- 
sults upon another. I asked the proctor 
to tell me the time, but I do not think she 
understood me, for when I felt over the 
letters from Mr. Vining there was no reply. 

I was without my watch during the entire 
two days of my examination, and only 
three times was I able to learn the time. 
However, I finished my first paper well 
within the limits and felt more confident. 

When the first Latin lessons came to me 
I was quite collected, but I had been accus- 
tomed to reading Latin in the English 
Braille, and the American proved much 
more difficult. 

Then Miss Sullivan's absence preyed upon 
me. It was hard being without her. A 
hundred times YI wished for her and 
thought how much better I could have 
done had she been there, 

But still there were compensations. I 
got a beautiful passage from Cicero and 
another from Virgil. I knew them well, 
and was not afraid of the translations I 
put in. 

So on the whole I finished that day in 
happy mood, feeling sure that I had done 
well, notwithstanding the two Brailles. 


They are very different, too. Only 12 of 
the letters are alike. They are a, d, f, Bg, 
h, i, 1, m, q, uy v and w. T American is 
B English; C American is J English; J 
American is* Y English; K American is R 
English: O American is E English;

Next day I was feeling far more hopeful, 
and at last, after many days, the news 
came that I had passed. 

I cannot describe how happy !t made me. 
It was like the release of a prisoner who 
had almost ceased to hope for freedom. 

I have not heard yet what my marks 
were in all the four subjects, but in ad- 
vanced Latin, I am ‘told, I passed with 
credit, and in advanced Greek with high 
marks. 

As yet I cannot tell just what I shall do, 
but it is my present resolve to enter Rad- 
cliffe College and take my degree. I know 
that there are many difficulties. I shall 
need some one by me always at the lec- 
tures. Will that person be able to com- 
municate with me ag rapidly as the lecturer 
talks? 

That is a matter of doubt.

The magician archly says the secret les 
in knowing how to release the first band. 

With equal 
frankness he says one must know how to 
sit or stand when being shackeled.

little girl of Tuscumbia, Ala., who has since 
become famous as Helen Keller, suffered 
precisely the same loss. 

Both children had much, perhaps, the 
same experience. Each one, no doubt, won- 
dered why the night was so long and why 
day, with Its familiar sights and sounds, 
did not come. 

Each one grew accustomed at last to the 
darkness and silence, till the memory of 
laughter and sunshine and mother’s voice 
and smile faded away in the blackness and 
stillness of the dragging years. 

At 7 years of age Helen Keller’s delivery 
came in the form of Miss Sullivan, her 
teacher. Poor little Linnie Haguewood was 
14 before the meaning of living dawned 
upon her dumbed and darkened sensés. 


At 14, the age when most girls are blos- 
soming into womanhood, this little Western 
girl was almost helpless, physically, men- 
tally and morally. She could not walk 
and knew only about 300 words. Even then 
the practical, mechanical side of the char- 


‘Facter manifested itself, for she could use 


her long, shapely fingers in knitting, sew- 
ing and crocheting. 


But these few things were a pitiful sum 
total of a girl’@ fers In the college for 
the blind at Vinton friends gave her all 
the spare momenta they could, and every 
effort was made to develop and strengthen 
the dormant capacities of the Imprisoned 
mind and soul of the unfortunate child, 
But the years of dark emptiness had en- 
ervated body as well as soul and the inertia 
that seemed to encompass the girl was the 
most difficult In the way toward inetruction, 


Possibly Linnie would have gone on 
groping her way through life as she groped 
through the halls of Vinton college had not 
a powerful friend risen up to champion 
her cause in the person of Bernard Mur- 
phy, the editor of the Vinton Bagle. 

In September of 1895 the real work with 
Miss Dora Donald began, for very little 
advance had been made during the two 
years at college, in the kindergarten de- 
partment of which Linnie had been a pu- 
pil. 


. The first thing to do was to strengthen 


the weakened body. Slowly she gained the 
control of her muscies and limbs, until she 
could stand on one foot. There was some- 
thing infinitely pathetic In the girl’s words 
to her teaoher when she had at last ac- 
complished the feat: 

“But I cannot stand on one foot!" 

It was the vital moment when encourage- 
ment was to be the all-powerful talisman, 
and wise Miss Donald knew this. She had 
stood on one foot; she could stand on two 
feet. Then came the first slow, painful 
steps falteringly taken at first, then joyful- 
ly, then firmly. 

To-day the blind girl can follow a num- 
ber of complicated gymnastic exercises, 
and is healthy and gtrong. It was hard to 
arouse the muscular action of the inert 
body, but it was much more difficult to 
awaken the mental activity. The deadening 
influence of their long, black years of si- 
lence are not yet utterly shaken off. The 
girl has had and still has a struggle to 
conquer the desire to yield to the oid feel- 
ing of helplessness and indifference, but 
she is brave. ‘I must try,” she says over 
and over, and there is a world of pathos 
in her face when she speaks of this old, 
helpless feeling as her “‘tempter’—a world 
of pathos, but there is a gleam, of hope 
there, too, for she has recognized the need 
of self effort. 

Although the antithesis of Helen Keller, 
to whom she is @ twin in goodness and in 
suffering, Linnie Haguewood possesses cer- 
tain gifts which may count as much in life 
as the poetic facuity and the imaginative 
temperament which afford such keen intel- 
lectual enjoyment to Helen Keller. Linnie 
cannot feel so much mentally, perhaps, but 
she can do a great Many things. 

Her sewing, for example, is epecially neat 
and exact, and the visitors at Northampton 
were more than ever Interested in the at- 
tractive figure Of the girl when it was 
‘earned that she made most of the dainty 
gowns she wore with her own clever fin- 
gers. 

This dexterity of her fingers ts one of 
the compensations given the blind, but it 
‘5s very remarkab.y developed in this par- 
ticular Instance. Ordinary normal gchool 
girls are commerded for making their own 
dresses, but here 48 a biind, deaf school- 
girl who sews, embroiders, worka beautiful 
buttomholes, trims bonnets and hats and 
‘ xpert oarsawoman.

This is not alwaye a wise course, as she 
is not yet quite fit to decide as to the 
usefulness or uselessness of certain facts, 
but it reveals the trait of decision and 
the inherent capacity for judgment. 


Like almost all deaf-blind persons Linnie. 
has a remarkable sense of emell. It was 
while at the deaf school in Sioux Falis, 8. 
D., that an amus‘ng instancé of this power 
of recognizing various odors, imperceptible 
to others, was shown. She went to her 
bath one day, taking her own towels with 
her. Leaving the bath room for a moment 
the maid came in and by mistake tvok 
away Linnie’s towels, leaving some of the 
school towels in thelr place, 


When Linnie came back she made a great 
fuss about the towels, saying she must have 
her own. Mrs. Simpson, the mistress of the 
school, was called, and, upon her demand 
for ‘“‘my” towels, gave the girl some of the 
stock there. But these were 4 Mrs. 
Simpson was greatly distressed, fearing 
that it might be supposed that sofled tow- 
els had been given the fastidious young 
lady, but Miss Donald, who divined the sit- 
uation, called the maid, ordered all of the 
towels to be brought back, and bade Lén- 
nie select her own. All of these towels 
were identical in appearance and had just 
come in from the laundry, but Linnie knew 
by some subtle differerice of odor which 
were her own, and one by one accepted or 
rejected them after emelling them, In the 
eame manner she is able to recognize 
friends and acquaintances, 

The girl's fastidiousness greatly interfered 
with her lessons in articlation for a time, 
as she was averse to putting her delicate 
fingers into her teacher’s mouth, which 
was a necessary method o learning aoccu- 
rately the position of the lips, tongue and 
teeth, when emitting the sounds of the vow- 
els, consonants and diphthongs. But the 
pluck and the determination of the girl 
conquered these aversions, and she learned 
to articulate finally, and became very much 
delighted when she discovered that she 
could recite in her classes without the aid 
of an interpreter. 

Perhaps the keynote of the success of 
Miss Donald’s method (for aside from hav- 
ing been a kindergarten teacher for the 
blind, Linnie’s teacher has hed no train- 
ing for teaching the deaf-blind) lies in the 
fact that the girl has been made to rely 
upon herself to some extent.

If before the 14th one any 
of the starts should be satisfactory the 
riders call to each other and finish the 
race. But the 14th start is final in every 
instance. It does not matter if one has 
a head or 8 yards over the other, all must 
be run.

“Of course such bargains were not left 
to stand long. 

“Thus it soon came about that the Amer- 


icans had vast tracts of land and the Span- 


lards had the little sum of money they sold 
it. for, and even this little money they kept 
not for long. It soon slipped away from 
them, as they learned American habits, and 
now for the most part they are poor, even 
the sons and daughters of great houses, 
like that of Castro.

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BRAIN ANATOMY. 


R. WILLIAM C. KRAUSS of Buffalo 
[) has formulated the following fules 
for remembering the anatomy of the

- RCHERY is becoming more popular 
A than it was a few years ago. ‘the 
material for the bow should be a sap- 

ling of ash, hickory: or hemlock. Ash and 


hickory are ideal for bows, their fiber be- 
ing tough and elastic when seasoned as 
well as when green. Seasoned hemlock is 
the last wood you should choose for a bow, 
being brittle beyond measure. Moreover, a 
plece of hemiock cut out of a sawn timber 
or plank !s likely to be cross-grained. But 
when green, hemlock has almost as much 
spring to it as ash or hickory, and, being 
softer, is easier to work. You will do well 
to choose hemlock, then, if you can get it. 
In selecting a sapling for your bow stick 
look for one six or eight feet high and two 
or three inches thick at the butt. It 
should be an inch thick three or four feet 
from the ground and free from branches for 
about that distance, as branches mean 
knots, though you can manage even if 
there are a few small ones. You can cut 
the ‘sapling with a big jackknife, but a 
hatchet would be better. After cutting the 
sapling decide upon the length of the bow 
—say from 36 to #8 inches. Cut off the top 
of the sapling and trim the small branches, 
if there are any. Find the exact center of 
the stick. The upper part of it will taper 
evenly from that point to the small end, 
and needs no further attention after yeu 
have stripped off the bark. The lower part 
will be larger than the center, and must be 
shaved so as to taper exactly Hike the 
other. Jn shaving the taper cut the wood 
away from the side of the stick that will 
be convex when the bow is bent. You will 
then preserve the fiber unbroken on the 
side subject to most strain when the bow-

Having brought the big end of the stick 
to the required taper, cut notches at each 
end for the bowstring, as shown In the ac- 
companying drawing. Rawhide is the best 
bowstring material, but you can get along 
nicely with strong packing twine or you can 
twist linen thread with your fingers and 
then wax it. Any cobbler will show you 
how to do this, and, everything considered, 
such a bowstring wiil probably suit your 
purpose better than anything you can get. 
Make it a little shorter than the bow. You 
shouldn't string the bow too _tightly, the 
object being to bend it as little as possibile 
save when sending your arrow. It gets im- 
pulse from the “spring” of the. stick, and 
the straighter it is when strung the more 
spring there will be when you release the 


string. Some of the most powerful bows 


of which there is any record were aimost 
straight when strung. 

Stringing a bow is not the easiest thing in 
the world to do unless you know the knack 
of it. Tie one end te one of the notched 
ends of the stick and make a loop in the 
free end of the string sufficiently large to 
side over the other end of the stick. ‘Then 
place the stick end to which the string Is 
fastened on the ground at your feet; hold 
the other in your fight hand and the free 
end of the string in your left. Then lean 
over and upon the end of the stick with a 
slight downward pressure. When the stick 
is bent far enough siip the noose over and 


release the pressure. This will naturally

and adding to their cash annuity fund, 
which at present is $12 per capita.

In driving through Shaw's Garden and 
Tower Grove Park, localitics always noted 
for thelr beautiful grass and trees, one 
would be struck Dy the sudden change that 
has come over the face of these parks, In- 
stead of the deep blue grass turf and trees 
with thick foliage, the trees are stripped 
entirely bare, the grass ig gone and the 
visitors Who took so much pleasure in com- 
ing to the parks are conspicuously absent. 

The insects that caused this are of four 
kinds, cecropla moth, squash Dorer, web 
worm and tent caterpillar. 

Of these four kinds of insect life the web 
worm and the tent caterpillar are most to 
be feared, as the'r Method of attacking the 
leaves of the trees is more vicious than tae 
Other insects, and besides they take more 
to this kind of vegetation than any other 
kind. For instance, the squash borer is 
Very particular as to his food and ¢o pre- 
fers the tender juicy leaves of the equash 
vine to anything that he can get. The cre- 
cropia moth, on the other hand, {fs not so 
exnct.ng in his diet and will even be will- 
ing to eat the leaves of common trees, 
such as the elm, cedar, maple and the for. 
est trees.

“But the thing that makes a gardener 
fairly feel like crying is to see the trees 
that he takes such a pride itn dying under 
his very hands and he unable go do any- 
thing to prevent it. 


“Though the trees in my charge are not 
dying they look to have very little life as 
they are entirely stripped of their leaves. 

“The trees are festooned with webs so 
closely resembling the spider web that at 
first glance one would think that they 
were spiders webs, but on looking closer 
you can see that they are much stronger 
and formed in the shape of bags an inch 
AMLWO long with both ends tightly closed. 

“the numbers of these insects that form 
these wets is so great that we have to 


employ four men all the time to do noth- 
ing but go through the trees in the park 
and pick off the webs. 

“We have the greatest trouble with the 
tent caterpillar. Tower Grove Park being 
perfectly alive with them, The web worm 
is also @ great source of trouble. To take 
charge of this insect we have been obliged 
to hire one special man to do nothing but 
clean the bugs off the trees.

IN A REINDEER SLEIGH 


BY SHIP AND RAILROAD, 
A BOY TRAVELED 


TO OKLAHOMA, 


WHERE A CAYUSE DRAWN BUCKBOARD AWAITED HIM. 


S 16 years old, who speaks no English, 
was the guest of charity in St. Louls 
three days when near the end of a remark- 
able journey from the Old World to the 
New. 
He traveled labeled like an express pack- 
age from Jalasjarvi, Finland, to Perry, O. 
T., and was but little better able to take 


care of himself than an express package. 


His passage did not cost more than the 
charge for transporting an express of his 


weight between his starting point and his 


Sestination. 
The boy traversed 6500 miles at a cost, 
including subsistence, of $100. 


The means of conveyance employed were 


varied and the scenery he viewed ranged 
from the ice-covered crags of his native Fin- 
land to the golden expanse of cornfields on 
the rolling prairies of Oklahoma. He be- 
gan his journey wrapped in furs in a huge 


sleigh drawn by antlered reindeer and 
made the last stage of it in a buckboard 
that was whirled away from the prairie 
town depot by a single fractious, rawboned 
cayuse. 

In the interim between these widely dif- 
ferent experiences the boy sailed in a Bal- 
tic Sea fisherman's sloop; crossed the great 
Atlantic on a monster of the line; whizzed 
through New York streets on trolley cars; 
rushed across mountains, plains and rivers

on American railroads and—paid a quarter 
to the bridge arbitrary to cross the grand 
Mississippi. 

The boy arrived in St. Louls penniless be- 
cause he had not husbanded the funds sent 
him by the relatives on this side to whose 
home he was going. 

While the boy could not talk English he 
was sufficiently acquainted with the sign 
language to spend money and be fleeced 
by peanut venders and puryeyors of other 
things that allure the boy whether he comes 
from Finland or the bailiwick where Tom 
Sawyer thrived. 

The Finnish boy’s passage was prepaid 
from Stockholm, Sweden, to his destination. 
The ticket was purchased at Perry and sent 
to the boy’s parents. 

A tag asking all

tached to a buttonhole in his coat. But 
the boy did get lost in St. Louls, or, rather, 
he wandered out of the sight of those who 
were heeding the request on the label, and 
that was how he came to have the pleasure 
of remaining in St. Louls’'two days instead 
of only 12 hours as his itinerary called for.

At Stockholm the novelty of the trip be- 
gan for the young Finlander. He had nev- 
er been to the Swedish capital and there 
were many and great sights for him there. 
The steamship company took him in charge 
there and started him on the railway to 
Christiana, the sailing point of the com- 
pany’s transatlantic steamships. 

The rail journey was 450 miles and kept 


going and he longed to go aboard and feel 
like an American at once. 

But the patriotic Sammy was obliged, in 
accordance with the directions on his ship- 
ping tag, that afternoon to be placed on 
an immense océan steamer, and was shown 
his bunk in the steerage, and the place 
where he was to eat for the next two weeks 
or more. 

Sammy wept a few lines when the big 
ship weighed, anchor and crept to the open 
sea in obedience to the puffing tug to which 
she was attached Dy a long line. 

Sammy's journey had then fairly been be- 
gun.

implement, the lasso, a variety of wild 
Slatements have been made regarding the 
potency of the “rope” as a weapon—state- 
ments which were amusing to any one fa- 
miliar with the article in question. For in- 
stance, eays Howard Reyno'ds, one recent 
Statement implied an effective range for the 
jasso of something like 100 yards. 

As a matter of fact, a lasso is about 40 
feet long—seliom exceeding §% feet—and 
out of that must be deducted the amount 
taken in making the noose and the part 
which is retained in the hand. Thus it ie 
geen that the average cast is about 25 feet 
Or 30 feet, and the “roper,”’ who can throw 
anywhere near 3 feet with accuracy, is a 
rarity. In California they sometimes use 
@ rope as long as @& feet, but there they 
_ seem to have a habit of throwing an enor- 
mousiy large loop—much larger than is 
really necessary. In actual work, however, 
it will be found that @ man's hand jis not 
large enough properly to hold much more 
than 40 feet of rope when colled ready to

‘Thousands of years before any other 
portion of this continent appeared Mis- 
sourl was dry land. 

Primitive man lived in Missouri at the 
sume time that the mastodon roamed the 
fern forests of this territory. 


‘These are facts which scientists have 
learned from their study of the deposits 
of bones unearthed in Jefferson County, 
where to-day huge mastodon and mam- 
moth bohes are being dug up near Mon- 
terano Park, in Jefferson County, on 
Rock Creek, where Dr. Albert Koch, in 
1838, exhumed the immense mastodon 
skeleton now in the British Museum at 
London. Human bones and implements 
discovered in conjunction with the mon- 
ster remains prove to the satisfaction of 
science that man was co-equal with the 
mastodon. This settles a long-waged 
controversy on the subje@t and estab- 
lishes the fact that a primitive human 
being existed, at least in Missouri, as 
remotely as 25,000 years ago, which is 
the estimated age of the bones. Besides 
the colossal fossils there are millions of 
marine fossils that are conjectured to 
have existed unthinkable millions of 
years ago. There are also a great num- 
ber of pottery fragments that indicate 
the exietence of a prehistoric city. 


C, H. Beehler of St. Louis is conduct- 
ing the excavations. Dr. C. A. Peterson 
and Joseph Griesedieck, with a number 
of prominent citizens, are forming a 
company to thoroughly and systematic- 
ally exhume and preserve the fossils. 
They have no hope of remuneration. 
They will be fully repald if they succeed 
in adding to the history of animals and 
in clearing up doubtful matters. 


In extent the fossil bed rivals the fa- 
mous quarries of Wyoming. It com- 
prises, at least, an area of five miles. 
Hundreds of huge bones are imbedded 
in the soil. A tusk has been discovered 
measuring 30 feet and a thigh bone that 
weighed 40 pounds. A tooth was uncov- 
ered a foot in diameter. 


Scientists from all over the country 
have visited the place and have offered 
Mr. Beehler much for the exclusive priv- 
liege of conducting excavations. Mr, 
Beehler, however, desires the honor to 
redound to 8t. Louls and declines.

great find than we, here in St. Louis, do. 
They have taken a greater interest in it. 
Mr. Beehler’s sturdy resistance to their 
tempting offers for the privilege of working 
the fields is praiseworthy. We hope to 
assist Lim very'materially soon, and make 
his hitherto restricted operations more com- 
prehensive and energetic. The results from 
the scientific utilitarian point of view 
would be immense. It will clear up some 
cloudy views and produce more entire skele- 
tons of the rare prehistoric monsters; and 
it will perhaps assist science to add an- 
other link to its incomplete chain in de- 
termining the sequence and development of 
the mammalian family, of which man is 
the highest product. 


“I tave a number of conjectures as to 
how the animals all died right in this 
area. You know this part of the continent 
was at that time, 25,000 years ago, a vast 
stretch of mountainous and swampy jungle. 
The valleys were being formed by the pro- 
cess of erosion, or seeping of water, which 
caused constant and tremendous landslides. 
The swamps were always marshy, The sky 
must have been gray and dreary, and the 
atmosphere thick and plercingly cold. This 
Is proved by’ geological data, and by the 
fact that the mastodons and other prehis- 
toric monsters Were covered with a coat of 
thick hair at least six inches long. 


“You may imagine that over the present 
site of St. Lonis the gigantic animals 
roamed at their own sweet will. in the 
dense jungle. They were at least 20 feet 
high and proportionately long. They must 
have weighed from 98000 to 12,000 pounds. 


“One of my conjectures is that during an 
Usvally cold séagon, they gathered in a 


,S8reat herd under the lee side of the bluff Or 


mountain, near Montesano, where the bones 
are found. You will notice that this is 
on the south side, Here they stood protect- 
ed from the cutting northern wind. While 
apparently protected and gafe, they were 
in imminent danger. The water and snow 
on the mountain was gradually causing a 
softening of the earth, and probably, as it 
et ll occurs in our times, the Jandslide came 
thundering down on the stupid monsters, 
huddied below the bluff, and engulfed them. 
They probably were suffocated or struggled 
and crushed each other to death. The grad- 
ual slope of the hill as it is to-day would 
bear out my theory. 

“Bull, some of the bones are found in 


ee ee eee the mset wondertel of 
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slide. That marsh, I venture to say, is in 
the same condition to-day, almost, ae it 
was 2,000 years ago. There are a num- 
ber of sulphur springs in the vicinity, as 
you know, and an‘mals are ever attract- 
ed to these ‘salt licks,’ as the pioneers call 
them. The animals possibly came here to 
drink and were mired. They were too pon- 
derous and heavy to extricate themselves 
from the marsh, and hence starved to 
death. 


“T stil have another theory which may 
be very plausible. In the valley, right 
below the hill where Mr. Beehler is now 
excavating, are numerous bones, occasion- 
ally protruding right over the surface, 
While prowling about there one day I 
was shown a spring which was said to have 
remarkable properties. I investigated and 
found the water remarkably cold and clear. 
When I analyzed & I found it to be an 
areenic spring, precisely the $ime as that 
at Eureka Springs. Arsenic springs are ac- 
tive poison to animals if the mineral water 
is imbibed in large quantities. Im the era of 
the mammoths, mastodons and megatheri- 
ums this spring was probably large and 
strong, and as it Is very attractive to ani- 
mals for ite peculiar taste and exhilarat- 
ing effects they drink freely. 

This they probably did, and were at- 
tacked by a dysentery, which enfeebled 
them and caused them to perish here in 


great numbers. 

“Mr. Beehler’s numerous finds of bows 
and arrows contiguous to the animal re- 
mains establishes without doubt the fact 
that primitive man was coeval, here in 
Missouri at least, with the mastodon and 
other monsters.. In fact, since the rumor 
has been brulited abroad scientists have 
gradually veered about to that idea. It 
settles the controversy. ‘ 

“About the marine fossils, To explain 
this we must g0 back to the time when 
this continent was still at the bottom of, 
the great ocean. Naturally it was covered 
with ‘millions of animate and inanimate 
things. This is so many centuries remote 
that the millions of years that have elapsed 
are unthinkable. One of the oldest regions 
on the American Continent is Missouri. 
It belongs to the Ozark Mountain Plateau, 
which is the oldest area on the continent. 
It was the first to’rise from the ocean. 
Pilot Knob is the oldest mountain in 


America. 

“The receding waters left miilions of sea 
urchins, fishes, vegetation, corals and 
sponges on the surface of the land. These 
all contained more or less silicious sub- 
stance, which attracted the silicious ana 
carbonic compositions of the atmosphere, 
and moisture in the ground. The fusion 
caused a petrefaction which preserved it 
for our times, The ‘honey-comb’ stones, 
whose glistening silicate fs so pretty and 
adorns so many garden beds around Monte- 
sano,

In “Father Tom's” treatment dlagnosis is 
not a requfsite, neither are the resotirces

sherds and even entire vessels which you 
have seen plowed up.

“The pottery was molded by hand and 
baked. The material was principally clay 
and ground shells. The ornamentation was 
made 
hemp sheets which were pressed against 


the clay while warm and when removed the 
clay retained a series of lines or grooves. 


Frequently the thumb was used. 
‘The bowl you describe is remarkable. 


We have often found them 30 inches in 
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diameter and 18 high, but they do not con- 
tain a hole at the bottom nor a stopper. 
They were used for various purposes. 

“IT have seen the footprints at Montesano. 
They are what we call picktographs, The 
prehistoric people made them on bluffs and 
near rivers to denote a certain place or ac- 
tion. They were supposed to commemorate 
events also. I have found numbers of them, 
'*Those near Montesano, I assume, are to 
indicate a place of angient embarkation 
and debarkation. 

“The graves upon the hills are the final 
resting places of prehistoric man. As you 
remember, near Mofitésano they are gen- 
erally buried 18 inches beneath the surface. 
The skeleton is doubled up and placed in 
a stone cist. There is a slab at the bot- 
tom, one on each side and one at each end 
and a heavy one on top. They were com- 
pelled to bury their dead in this manner 
for want of facilities to dig large holes. The 
people may be contemporaneous with 
Christ or may have lived nine centuries 
before. That is a misty point. They were 
those whom we call the Mound Builders. 

“IT should be happy to eee the archeo- 
logical section of the Montesano fields thor- 
oughly investigated. They would repay the 
investigator in results. The Historical So- 
clety is not so equipped that it can carry 
on extensive operation.’’

| A True Tale 
From the British Divorce Court. 
NE of the men who met Mrs. King- 
stote to her profit and his sorrow 
of the crack Fifth Lancers. 


is Capt. Willlam Augustine Adams, 
You may call his an extraordinary case. 


Mr. Justice Buckwill, before whom it was 


tried, so characterized it; all ite details 
are from sworn testimony before him, 

In 1894 Capt. Adams, then 64 years old, 
met Mrs. Kingscote, who told him that a 
lady, her kinswoman, had got Into great 
trouble, was liable to bankruptcy and crimi- 
nal proceedings, and that the only way in 
which she could be relieved was to become 
a married woman. 

Mrs. Kingscote desired Capt. Adams, in 
the goodness of his heart, to marry this 
lady, who was a widow, for the purpose of 
relieving her. 

Capt. Adams agreed to do so ,although at 
that time he had never seen his future wife. 
He was introduced to her on Nov. 1, 18%, 
and was married on Nov. 7, at the fashion- 
able St. James Church, Westminster. 

By what means Mrs. Kingscote per- 
suaded this officer and gentleman to be- 
come the wife of an unknown woman 
no one will ever know. He has suffi- 
clent sense left to stipulate that the 
wedding should be in form only, that his 
wife should not take his name, live with 
him nor look to him for support. 

Thus far there had been “nothing in 
it’’ for the two women. But two days 
after the wedding Capt. Adams _ sailed 
for India. Soon he received a letter from 
his wife. She proposed to join him. 

Away from Mrs. Kingscote’s influence 
Capt. Adams was horrified at what he had 
done. He was agast at the idea of in- 
troducing his wife to the society of 
Simla. 

He wrote ‘‘No.”’ 

Mrs. Adams’ brother wrote to Adams’ 
Colonel that Capt. Adams had deserted 
his wife. ‘The brother is himself an army 
officer, and was doubtless innocent of 
wrong intent. 

Capt. Adams explained to his Colonel and 
kept his wife at bay until he returned to 
England in 1897. Then he learned, it was 
testified, that Mrs. Adams was living an 


improper life. The Captain filed suit for 
divorce, ‘but it was dismissed for want of 
evidence.

My Dear William: I want you to have 
this letter to show in case at any time there 
should be a misunderstanding. 

The marriage which took place between us 
on Nov. 7, 1°04, was arranged by Mrs. How- 
ard Kingscote before you had seen me or I 
you. It was undertaken to save me from 
the effects of a crime I. had committed. At 
that time I was heavily in debt. I was 
threatened with bankruptcy and also with 
worse trouble, as, for the sake of Mra. How- 
ard Kingscote, I had committed perjury. 

The counsel explained that Mrs. Howard 
Kingscote, wishing to raise money, took this 
unfortunate lady before a commissioner of 
oaths, and she made an affidavit which wae 
untrue. 

The only way for me to avold exposure was 
to marry at once. At the request of Mrs. 
Howard Kingscote you went through the 
marriage ceremony with me. I did it to 
eave myself, but I have never been your 
wife, except In name. You sacrificed your- 
self for .ne and I urderteok never to ask you 
to support me. You have behaved in a per- 
fectiy  onoraide way to me throughout our 
acquaintance, and I can never thank you 
enough or be grateful enough to you for the 
sacrifice you have made for me. 


If this statement is true, then Mrs. 
Adams was in the first instance another 
victim of Mrs. Kingscote’s extraordinary 
power. ‘This woman could induce noble- 
men and clergymen to ruin themselves 
financially; induce a young woman to cOm- 
mit perjury; induce a middle-aged captain 
to marry some one whom he had never 
£een. 

She would have made an excellent light- 
ning-rod agent, this Mrs. Kingscote. 

In the divorce proceedings she saw her 
opportunity. She offered to free the cap- 
tain from the galling knet—rot as a favor, 
oh, dear no; but for large sums of money 
to be paid to Mrs. Adams and’to her own 
brother, ex-Capt. Drummond Wolfe, who 
would furnish the evidence required! 

For Mrs. Kingscote has a brother, the 
Capt. Wolffe just mentioned. He was once 
in the British army, but was expelled for 
condwct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman. For similar reasons he was dis- 
charged from his place as private secre- 
tary of the late Lom Randolph Churchill. 
He has been five times in the bankruptcy 
court himself, and was accused, two years

Capt. Drummond Wolfe is, in a word, 
either a blackguard or a tool of his sister, 
or both. 

Capt. Adams may not have paid money to 
his wife, to Capt. Wolfe and to Mrs. Kings- 
cote. Gossip has it that he did. But he did 
not, in the end, need their manufactured 
evidence; for on Monday, Aug. 14, Mr. Jus- 
tice Bucknill issued a decree of divorce to 
him, upon evidence naming as co-respond- 
ent one Basil Bainbridge Bell. 

Thus Capt. Adams is free again. With a 
testimonial; for His Lordship said, in giv- 
ing decision: 

“This young officer’s conduct was almost 
Quixotic. He was induced by a lady, at 
whose conduct I am astounded, to marry 
another lady to save her from impending 
pecuniary ruin.

‘SPOTTED DEATH’’ 


Stopped Snake Dancing 
Among Mogquis. 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., Aug. 31. 
Special Correspondence to Sunday Post-Dispat~b. 
HE snake or rain dance participated 
- in by the Moqui Indians annually 
for a number of years, and which 
has attained considerable celebrity in the 
Southwest in the past few years, was this 
year greatly curtailed and not nearly as 
interesting as formerly, owing to the rav- 
ages of smallpox, which has devastated 
their villages, taking over half their-num- 
ber. 

This dance is the most strange of all the 
religious ceremonies of savagery. It is 
given by them in propitiation of their sins, 
and a petition to the Great Spirit for rain 
and bountiful crops. It is held each year in 
the month of August. The exact date of 
the ceremony is told by the position of the 
sun on the San Francisco Mountains, and 
canpot be reckoned by the calendar, but is 
usually from the 12th to the 18th of tihe 
month. Long before the celebrated event 
akes place the snake men are put through 
& process of training for the ordeal. They 
ire stripped and rubbed with a decoction 
»f some kind by the medicine men of the 
tribe and otherwise prepared for the occa- 
sion. This process is repeated day after 
day until the hour arrives for them to 
march into the arena among the hundreds 
»9f rattlesnakes. 

During the time the snake men are pre- 
paring for the event the others of the 
ribe are dispatched to the four points of 
the compass searching for thessnakes. 
(“hese braves carry with them a long stick, 
to Which a feather is attached. When the 
snake is found sunning himself on the 
rocks the brave creeps up behind him and 
ickles him on the back with the feather 
intil he stretches out to full length. He 
hen sprinkles the snake with corn meal 
previously prepared and blessed by the 
riest of the tribe and dumps the reptile 
into asack. These snakes are brought back 
.0 the village and put into a cave or 
“‘keeve,”’ a hollowed-out place in the rock 
iear where the ceremony its to take place. 

The dances are usually held tn the vil- 
age of Oraibi or Woip!i, on the Moqui reser. 
ation, about 100 miles to the southeast of 
here. A place is selected among the rocks 
where the snakes cannot easily get away, 
ind at sunset the strange and hideous cere- 
mony is begun. 

This year’s deaths from small-pox were 
sO numerous in their villages from this 
dreaded scourge that the bodies of their 
dead were thrown into the deep crevices 
of the rocks and left to decay. At first 
they intended to remove them and give 
them a fitting burial according to Indian 
rites, but the crevices in the rock were s0 
deep and narrow, some over fifty feet in 
depth, that it was found imposs-ble to get 
them out again, so they were left in the 
deep and lonely sepulchers where they were 
first thrown. 

A troop of cavalry under the command of 


Lieutenant McNamee was detailed to go to 

their villages for the purpose of fumigat- 

ing their houses. The tribe had become 

rebellious during their sufferings and the 

agent in charge was unable to manage 
em. 

When the disease waa at its heght an 
Outcast of the tribe named Bine Nimalgo, 
a former medicine man, was hacked to 
pieces and burned in his hut in the Kea 
Canon country, nears Holbrook: Doe Obiji,

He lived long, for he was a _ astrong 
man; bad medicine made him very strong. 
They took off his scalp, for he was an 
enemy to them; they cut his ears from his 
head; they cut away his arms and then his 
legs. When they had done this they fired 
12 bullets into his body, then cut the thongs 
that held him to the tree, and put ne 
Nimalgo into his hogan, gathered up his 
legs and other pieces of nis body and put 
them all together and set fire to !t, while 
they danced and sang the death song of 
the tribe. It burned very fast, and soon 
the fire had eaten up all the bad medicine 
and the bones of Nimalgo, along with the 
magic -bow and arrow which my people 
could not find.
